Ad- 
ditional fire-fighting apparatus is all 
very well, but if the necessary water 
is not available, all the fire-fighting 
equipment and enlarged' fire 'depart- 
ment would be of little benefit in case 
of a serious fire, like that of the 
Odd Fellow building. 


There will be plenty of represen- 


tatives from manufacturers of firc- 
fightinsr equipment here, in the next 
few days and weeks, urging council 
to purch'ase this, that and the. other 
kind of fire-fighting apparatus 
at 


once, hut it should make Iiaste slowly 
in the matter of purchasing new 
equipment, and first thoroughly in- 


vestigate our needs and the 
best 


tiling to do in the mntfer. 


First, let us give attention to the 


first essential for successfully light- 
ing fire-^PLENTY OF" WATER. It 
occurs to me that'the'best way to 
secure an adequate supply of water, 
at the least cost to the 
taxpayers, 


would he to dam Flatrock, say at the 
foot of Harrison street, by building 
a concrete wall, nearly as high as the 
north bank of Flatrock, across th.' 
river at that point, then north along 
the -south bank of the'river to the 
New Salem pike. la this- way a reser- 
•ioir could- be made that would insure 
an adequate supply of 
water for 


fighting any fire that we might have 
in the business district, while oar 
present reservoir woiild he sufficient 
for any fire that would occur in the 
residential district. After this is done 
it will 'he time enough to consider ad- 
ditional fire equipment-and an 
en- 


larged fire department.
